The State Attorney, 

Having been the President of the Council of Ministers of Rumania, 
r at the time that the events of the case of Alexandra Cretseami tcolr 

place, I aa taking ti e liberty of drawing to your attention certain 
aspects of this case which, in my opinion, have a penal nature* 

The end which I propose to attain, in this case, 1® to enable all 
the Rumanian intellectual exiles to be aided from the Rumanian national 
fond deposited in Switzerland, being granted that the majority of then 
1® completely deprived of means of existence and that t ii® money may 
not be used exclusively by two deprived persons* 

I an attaching to this letter a cony of the affidavit of the 
25 April 19^0, concerning Mr* Constantin I* Visoianu, who declared under 
oath to the Immigration and Naturalization Service, Department of Justice, 
that he possessed a sum of about 3158,000 in the United State® • 

Nov, it was maintained in the case of Mr. Cretzeanu that Mr* Visoianu, 
Airing the period when he was the Rumanian Minister of Foreign Affair®, 

In 1?45, ordered that a payment of 6 m i lli on Swiss franc®, money belonging 
to the Rumanian State, be made to his friend Mr* Cretaeanu* Being granted 
that Mr* Visoianu, since his arrival In Switzerland in 1946, did not pos- 
®ea® a eum of the magnitude of this $158,000, it follows that he received 
i •„ it from Mr* Cretzeanu, with idiom, then, he has divided Rumanian public 
^ 7 fund®, the payment of which was ordered by Mr, Visoianu* 

It 1® then permitted to allege that Hr* Visoianu ordered this 
payment to be made to Mr* Cretzeanu, for the purpose of being able to 
profit by it himself and has helped himself to State money, thus com* 
sitting an action of a penal nature* Hr* Visoianu itfic since Ids entry 



into Switzerland (19U6) told several people that he had only a snail *" 
sun abroad, about 20,000 Swiss francs, will never be able to prove that 
he obtained this money from a source other than Mr, Cretzeanu. 

It is also to be noted that none of his colleagues in the Council 
of Ministers, including myself as President of the Council, knew anything 
regarding this r>aynent. It is inconceivable that a payment of the 
importance of 6 million Swiss franca at a time when the Rumanian State, 
deprived of foreign exchange, and not having even the means to pay the 
salaries of diplomatic personnel abroad, could have taken place without 
anyone, ministers or prime minister, being informed of it. 

It stands out in Hr. CretEeanu*s dossier that Hr, Vieoianu main- 
tains that he signed the letter addressed to Hr, Gigi An&stasiu, Charge 
d*. Affaires of tiie Runanian Legation Berne, dated 12 January 19U5, 
giving him the order to pay the sun of 6 million Sides francs to 
Hr. Cretaeanu. From tide same dossier it also stands out that thl* 
letter arrived in Berne, delivered to mT. Anastasiu, 10 February 19U5* 

If this is the case, why did not Mr. Anastasiu communicate any word of 
this action to Mr. Cretaeanu in Turkey, an action of exceptional importance 
to Mr. Cretzeanu? Why did he keep silent from the tenth of February 
the second of Kay, in other wards for almost three months? The postal 
service between Switzerland and Turkey was functioning normally and 
regularly. Why did he wait until the second of Kay 19U5, when Mr. Cretaeanu 
ordered him by cable to deposit the sum imediately in the Union da Banques 
Suisses? Mr. Anastasiu executed Mr. Cretaeanu's order on l* May 19 1*5, aid 
immediately coranunicated the execution of the operation by cable on 5 May 
19U5* -bverTthirg was dene through telegraphic channels, as they ware in 
a hurry to finish the operation as quickly as possible. 

It seemed tha* things did not happen as these gentlemen maintain. 

After the government, of which I was President, was overthrown by 
Vishinaky on 6 March 191*5, and after Mr, Vieoianu, who had been a member 
of my goverment, was no longer Minister of Foreign Affairs, I was told 
that a functionary of this ministry, Mr. Fiky I ogoneanu, recalled to 
Mr. Viaoianu the existence of these funds. Only then, tfien he was no 
longer minister did Hr. Visoianu sign the letter to Mr. Anastasiu, which 
he dated 12 January 19 U5* This letter, as well as the one in ihich he 
announced to Hr. Cretzeanu the payment order he had made in his favor, 
could not be sent through ordinary charnels, on account of Rumanian 
censorship, but had to await the Allied couriers in ordet^to be dispatched, 
one to Switzerland and the other to Turkey. It is only in this way that 
can be explained the execution of the payment, made barely in the month 
of May, and not in February, the date on which these gentlemen maintain 
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that the let tar, showing the date of 12 January, arrived in Switzerland. 

It is evlctent that if the letter arrived in Berne in February, the payment 
to Mr. Cretaeanu would have been made in February. The letter not arriving 
until late, at the beginning of May, the payment, naturally, was not made 
until Kay 191*5* This proves that the letter was not signed until late, 
after the government had resigned and whan the minister no lohger had 
the right to sign it. 11 was thus ore -dated. 

The majority of the Rumanian press in facile, after months and years, 
discuss and debate this problem of public funds which by riglit s^uld be 
restored to all the Rumanian intellectual exiles, and not only to two people, 
who have the right to dispose of than without accounting to anyone* 

Hoping that these few facts and information will be able to aid you 
in clarifying this problem, so grave and sad for the thousands of Ruianlan 
entiles, I beg you to kindly accept my full consideration*
